Lights Would Help More 


To the Editor: 
Policewomen may 


make it safer for school children but I 
think more re$ lights would be better 
protection. The purpose of hiring the po- 
licewomen is to release men for other 
duties. It seems to me during the day 
their only duties are to direct traffic and 
write parking tickets. 


The argument is that in the event 


of an accident the corner would be left 
unprotected if the policemen had to in- 
vestigate. That's true, but if there were 
red lights at corners there still would 
be some protection for the youngsters. 


Another thing, if there were an acci- 


dent, all policemen in the area do not 
have to convene on the spot like G-men 
un a public enemy. 


If a couple of cars smash fenders, 


there is no need for most of the police on 
duty to throw their weight around at an 
accident scene if they are not necessary 
tt, the investigation. 


With the red light system, a police- 


man could stand at the school intersect- 
ion and operate the light manually. If he 


had to leave he could fix it to operate 
automatically. 


Between the light and the safety pa- 


trol the children would be well protected. 
And by installing lights, there would be 
full protection at the intersections every 
day and every hour of the year, not just 
a couple of hours on school days.

borough and immediately get a street 
built through? 


Maybe it's true that old home owners 


turned down the bond issue and that new 
home owners voted for it. 


Why not? The old home owner would 


only be helping to pay for the new streets 
while the new home owner would be 
leaping the best benefits. 


At' the same time the old home owner 


would drive on rutted streets while the 
new streets would be nice and smooth 
in the newer 
neighborhoods.

Federal Neglect Caused 


Dock Crime and Rackets

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—The shock- 


ing racketeering conditions along the na- 
tion's waterfront, which involve bribery 
of public officials, graft payments to 
union leaders, criminally inspired strikes 
and murders, could have been erdicated 
long ago by Federal prosecution, if 
strong action by Washington had not 
Leen^deemed politically inadvisable and 
dangerous. 


Every Attorney General for the last 


twenty years has been urged to under- 
take an investigation of the tieup among 
gangsters, 
politicians, 
longshoremen 


union bosses and the steamship com- 
panies. 


It was suggested that the Kef- 


auver committee turn its inquiry in 
this direction, when it questioned 
Mayor-Ambassador O'Dwyer about 
his failure to breaV up Murder incor- 
porated and its waterfront allies, the 
Anastasia brothers. 


Largely for political reasons, the 


'Department of Justice preferred to look 
Uie other way. In fairness to the Kef- 
s.uver committee, it should be noted that 
its funds and its term of authority were 
running out when it stumbled on this 
situation. 


Interestingly enough, Rudolph Hal- 


ley, 
chief Kefauver counsel and now 


president ot the New York City coun- 
cil, has proposed numerous reforms of 
a local nature to break the criminals' 
and the politicians' domination of the 
docks.

The sum 
would, probably be doubled or tripled, 
if depredations of a similar nature at 
other great harbors are included in the 
total. 


TRIBUTE: This is the tribute which 


gangsters, politicians and a few infulen- 
tial labor czars exact from manufac- 
turers, shippers, purchasers and con- 
sumers of the many billions of dollars 
worth of goods that are loaded or un- 
loaded at these centers of commerce. 


Ironically, a. great part of this addi- 


lional cost is borne by the United States 
covernmcnl, for it is imposed on ship- 
ments of food, weapons and other sup- 
plies to our armed forces overseas and 
to our .NATO allies. 


Not even the Barbary pirates in 


(he Mediterranean, against, whom 
the young nation waged its first for- 
eign war, look such a toll from the 
American people in the early years 
of the l!Mh century. 


The anti-gangster weapon, always 


available in the Federal armory for at- 
tacking this criminal army—and which 
President-elect Eisenhower may use— 
is the "interstate commerce" clause nf 
the Constitution, It has been utilized 
against far less menacing crooks lhan 
Ihe waterfront thieves, murderers and 
corruptionisls.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNOKSEN, M.D. 
LOSS OF SIGHT from cataracts need 


only be temporary in most cases. Thanks 
to advances in modern eye surgery, the 
delicate operation to remove a cataract 
usually restores the vision. 


A cataract is a clouding ot the lens ftC 


(he rve. As most people know, this lens 
has (he same function as the lens in a 
camera — focusing the image on the 
film-like retina. 
The retina contains 


nerves which in turn carry the image lo 
tha. brain. 


The lens begins to harden bclwocn the 


ages of 45 and 50 and the ryes' begin *o 
lose thoir powers of focusing. 
Many 


limes this change can be noticed by Ihc 
person himself or his family. He'may 
have to hold printed matter quite a dis- 
tance away to read it, though in oariicr 
life he had no trouble focusing close up. 


As lime goes on, he may even have lo 


use a reading glass, as the lens in his 
rve loses its elasticity and 
focusing 


power. As a further step, dense cloudy 
spols appear in Ihc lens and eventually 
form cataracts. 


While most cataracts occur in later 


life, they can occur in infants due (o 
hereditary causes. In an adult they may 
be due to diabetes, excessive X-ray ex- 
posure, or other conditions. Atomic radi- 
ation can cause the early formation of. 
a cataract. 


As the first warning of a cataract, 


things begin to appear dim. A lighl may 
also produce two or more images. Grad- 
ually Ihc eyesight is reduced as-the cat- 
aract becomes worse. 


If Ircalmcnl is starlcd early cnouxh, 


cataracts can be'arrested without sur- 
gery. However, if the calaract becomes 
too large and causes difficulty in visiun, 
an operation is usually possible. 


With present-day surgery, a cloudy 


lens or calaract can easily be removed 
by a skilled surgeon, and usually requires 
only a short stay in (he hospital. Special 
glasses then serve as .substitutes for the 
lens. 


The doctor may wait until the cataract 


"ripens" — becomes very dense—before 
advising an operation. However, if (ho 
vision is severely obstructed, an oper- 
ation may be performed earlier. 


How can one prevent cataracts? The 


best ways are cafinR a well-planned diet 
wifh adequate vitamins, and keeping one' 
self in general good health.

gery. However, if the cataract becomes 
too large and causes difficulty in vision,

With present-day '"surgery, a cloudy 


lens or cataract can easily be removed" 
by a skilled surgeon, and usually requires 
only a short stay in the hospital. Special 
glasses then serve" as substitutes for the 
lens.
